He ia most
dongerous whon he is salest, Place him
on the steps of the Hotel de Ville,

and be wounld annihilate the Verssilles Gov-
ernment with a bon met, He eould invent an
epigram that would keep the Paris Commune
running a year, There is no doubt of it. He
is terrible, this man. And to think that he is
probably full of epigrams undischarged. IHe
bas never spared anybody oranything: excr\fl
one, Why has he spared Butler? Probably
for the same reason that Butler has spared
bim; neitbher hns been able to think of an
epithet adequate to describe the other,
Scratch a Russian, Mr. Phillips is fond of say-
ing (he has nearly scraped the skin off that
Rugsian), and you will find a Tartar, If you
soratoh Phillips will you find Batler? We
cannol gay; it is not our soratech. But Mr,
Butler evidently has an epigram worth to
bim twice that, namely: Sorateh Phillips, and
be will eerateh back !

Mr. Phillips has two remedies for the Ku.
klux trouble, both bloody, both epigram-
matie. Oneis, to “‘march thirty millions of
men to the Galf;” irrespective of women,
children, camps, baggage, bay, cows, horses,
clean clothes. ‘I'his is an old remady of Mr.
Phillips. He is always marching that thirty
millions to the Gulf, on the slightest emer-
gency. We seem often to have seen them
on their winding way; the promenade is fami.
liar to us, It is the emsiest thing in the
world. It is only mecessary for Mr., Phillips
to stand in Steinway Hall and say “‘march,”
and those thirty millions are off. Marvelous
man. And so cool, and so unexcited. Dut
he is to stay at home. What are they to do
at the Gulf ? Bah! ‘‘Let me tell the tanner
of Galena that if be don't go to the Gulf,
the Gulf will come to him!" (Sensation.)

But Mr, Phillips holds his thirty millions
in reserve. His simple snmmer campaign is
to have Grant go down Bouth and hang five
of the richest ex‘generals he ean eatch. The
merit of this plan lies in its simplicity. And
it is so practicable. And it wonld instantly
inaugurate an era of good feeling. Many of
the most prominent men down there never
have been huug, but it isn't possible they
would object to1t if it was put to them in
the right light. It is to be an amicable and
peaceable proceeding. ‘‘It does not need an
army. You do not need one hundred men."
The process of arrest and execution is clearly
pointed out. As a beginning, Graut is to
go down to Georgia and arrest some ex.
general, who counts his acres by thousands
and his wealth by millions, and stands pos-
gessed of the admiration of half the South. Let
Grant track bim to his lair in this nest of
assassing, seize him at midnight (the most
tragio time in the whole twenty-four hours),
try him before daylight, and bhang
h?m before the sun is an hour high. There
are all the picturesque elements of terror in
this, The mysterious hour, the swift trial,
the dangling millionaire. How sweet and
calm Mr. Phillips is in contemplating it, and
he is not bloodthirsty either. He would limit
the number to five. Not another man, even
though his millions outnumbered his fingers
and toes. Hang five of the first men in the
South in thia quiet, nunostentations, winning
manner, and r.o more will want to be hung.
We don't need any army or any courts;
nothing, in fact, but a rope, and perhaps a
cheerful epigram as they swing off. My,
Phillips and General Butler would be just the
men to do it if they would march to the
Galf; they must themselves see that they
can't hang anybody, worth mentioning, if
tho( stay where they are.

This panacea is so promising that we beg
leave to suggest to the President to appoint a
banging committes, to visit the disturbed
districts doring the recess of Congress, with
power to send for persons and papers; to read
the papers and to hang the persons. The
committee need not ba large, but it should
bave two heads—Mr. Phillips and General
Butler. Let the committes move slowly down
towarda the Gulf, hanging gently as it goes.
Mr. Phillips is not the man to advisea scheme
he would not be willing to take the peril of
exeouting; we never kunew him, in the most
troublous times to shrivk from any danger.

the onmp breakfast table, No more Ku-klux
in that region, but great tercor fulling on all
the country round abhont, and everybody
asking Butler what he shall do to bhe saved
from Phillips. Is not this u torrible pieture?
Bat it is pot so frightfal as it will bs to Lave
Phillips coming around eguin, with a new
quiver of epigrams, 1n 1572, and josalarly say-
ing, *I told you so."

SOMETHING BETTER THAN
LANCE COMMITTEE.

The frequent references made by the press
and in society to the famous Vigilance Com-
mittee of Ban Francisco reoall mnnyincitlen{ﬁ

t
is undeniable that the state of affairs in San
Francisco at the time the Vigilance Commit-
tee was organized, and the state of affairs in
New York to.day, bear a striking analogy in
wany reepocts. New York is the metropolis of
the nation, and San Francisco only the chief
town of a distant State, but otherwise the
cases aro almest identioal, Here, s there, the
corrupt and ignorant bhave absorbed power
only to abuse it. Here, as there, a depraved
mob controls the right arm and the purse of
the community. Here, as there, oriminals
escape justice because they are the *‘friends”
of the officers of the law. Here, as there,
an elective judiciary sud a munieipal organi-
zation roiten to the very core]at once infeoct
and despoil the Commonwealth, and disgrace
free institutions, Here, ns there, notorious
dishonesty is regarded ns a capital joke, and
the chief ralers of the people have clambered
to their bhigh places, and prosperously retain
thew, not only despite, but because of the
fact that they are peculators and cheats.
Here, as there, crimes against the person
multiply space, since they are committed for
the most part by mewmbers of the “‘ruling
claes,” whose escape from punishment is
slmost a foregone conclusion,

Now, it is in consequence of this similarity
of condition of the two cities that the ‘‘heroic
remedy” of a vigilance committee oconr to
g0 many minds, and 8o often finds expression,
But enght we serionsly to contemplate the
adoption of such a remedy? Assuredly not,
In the first place, the San Francisco commit-
tee was illegal. True, it was organized not
to resist, but to enforce tke law; but it was
pone the less illegal; and slthongh many
have asserted that it wes the sole possible
refuge from anarchy, its inconveniences,both
at the time and afterwards, are warnings
nguinst o hazardons and doubtful a resourece.
For example, members of the San Francisco
Vigilance Committee were sued years after it
bad ceased to exist, and held acconntabls for
its proceedings. Merchauts have been brought
into court in Lthis city on such suits; the
1uflians whom they helped long ago to expel
from San Francisco baving found lawyers of
their own political and  religions
faith to assist them to procure damages.
Were a vigilanes committee ot like character
to be formed in Noew York, and to take snm-
mary achion in the same way, an endless
train of suits would be one of the conse-
¢uences, and for years to come the Courts
would be crowded with litigation. The in-
ference from this, pulting aside other objeec-
ticne, is that the New York Heform Commit-
tee shonld act at first, and always, strictly
within the law. No provocation should tempt
it to act otherwise. It can be made guite as
irresistible by moral forces as the San Fran-
cisco committee was by physical force. DBat,
equelly with the latter body, it requires orga-
nization, zeul, industry, and personal risks
snd sacrifices. Deeds, not words, was the
motto of the stern avengers of outraged so-
ciety in the Golden City. We may hope that
reformatory action will not be confined in
New York to words alone.

The nuclens and starting-point of a sunita-
ble Reform Committece were supplied by the
late reform meeting at the Cooper Institute,
That meeting was regarded with profound
interest throughout the country, and com-
ments upon it have now reached us from
wmany other parts of the world,. We need
not dirguise the fact that, while approval
bas been nuniversal, the movement has been
spoken of by some in terms of discourage-
ment. It bas been thought that the enemy
is too stroog, and that he can either
purchase or defy any influences that may
be brought to bear against him. This, we
need hardly say, wé do not oredit, and, for
gome reasops, among others, that may be
briefly addoced. In the first place, it
cannot rationally be supposed that the emi-
nent gentlemen who gave thair‘!)resence and
support to that mesting intended to stop
short there without doing anything further,
They know very well that mere idle threats
wonld be a most signal enconragement to the
bad men against whom they were launched,
Hence, it may with safety be assumed that no
apathetic attitude will be taken by them, but
that they will proceed, in due time, to follow
np their original promises with spirit and
effect,  Another reason for anticipating
proper activity in the matter consists in the

fact that the evils so sharply de-
nonneed are always growing worse
But for the recent demonstration at
the Cooper Institute, a public meeting

wonld probably have been cenvened to de-
nounce the contemplated alterations in the
code of procedure. Mareover, the pulpit, as
those who read carefully their Monday's news-
paper are aware, has been elognent and per-
sistent of late in demanding reform, and we
may be sure that all this seed has not fallen
upon stony places. But the merchants,
and bankers, and lawyers—men who have
a definite stake in the community, and
whose names and character, being well
known, will command econfidence—must
themselves work for the harvest; and those
emong them who, while expressing doubt
about the practical results of the reform
meeting at the Cooper Instituts, fail to work,
neglect a solemn duty to society and to them.
selves! These gentlemen are the propsr
leaders of political reform, and the sooner
they assnme their legitimate functions, and
strive industriously to break -down political
corruption, the sooner will New York be
freed from the grievous disorders that now
sfllict and dishonor her.

Philadel-
phia ﬂa of the latter, and it is equally aston-
ishing that the first manifestation of religions
dissent, or hother be?m of mendt.nl nctivi:y.
thould not have been suppreased by popular
indignation, and the dinn!:mtar fome{l p;’;) the
ohill contempt of Philadelphia to seek a more
congenial clime. Nevertheless Cheney has
plunged himeelf into hot water by ont-
Ubicagoing Chiocago in the looseness of his
theology, and Batterson made himself the
target of Philadelphian scorn by out-Philadel-
phining Philadelphia in the sorupulosity of
bis adberence to forms. Of the two it ia
more intelligible that a man should be por-
secufed for practical piety in Chicago than
that he should be despitefully entreated in
Philadelphia for ritnaliam never so advancad,
The shepherds who are thas despitefully
e¢ntreated for the sake in the one oase of
righteonsness and in the other of ritualiam,
represent the opposite poles of the body in
whose communion they both profess to be.
‘I'he one bas provoked the indignation of his
flock and suffered extrusion from his sheap-
fold, und the other, in apite of the fidelity of
bis flock, bas attracted the animadversion of
bis bishop. DBut they agree in invoking the

fully proven. The objection to him may ouly
be that tke Philadelphian, in the inlerest of
his own ease, declines to go through the vio-
lent exercise which i8 demanded of him in
public worship according to the practice of
Mr. DBatterson. But it is at least clear that
Lis copgregation do object to him. And it is
alao clear that Mr. Cheney's usefulness as an
Episcopalian clergyoan is ended with the de-
cision of the proper body that he is not an
Episcopulian clergymuan, and that Mr, Batler-
son 8 usefnloess as the pastor of the particnlar
flock to wbich hs ministers 18 ended
with the determipation of the flock that they
bave ro further use for his ministry. Yet the
one persists in olinging to a church which |
bas rejected him, nud the other to a congre-
gation which dislikes him. This tenneity, to |
the gecular mind, furnishes & much more in-
jurious imputation upon thecharacter and the
relf-respect of the inculpated clergyman than
apy possible looseness in dectrine on the part
of the one or any possible rigor of ritual on
the part of the other. Ior the sake not less
of the tenacious rector of 8t, Olement's than
of his vindictive vestry it is to be hoped that
the courts, ecclesinstical and lay, will arrive
at o decision whereby the wicked Batterson
may be made to cease from troubling and the
wenry Philadelphinn be put at rest.

counsel and protection generally, The
modern man-hater does none of these things.
